forestry  as  a concrete,  pra.ctical  science  of  handling  wood<- 
lands  is  far  from  being  thoroughly  understood-.  This  is  not 
surprising,  because  local  conditions  in  different  regions  ha.ve

But 
forestry  includes  all  these  and  more.  It  includes  all  phases  of 
forest  activity  from  planting  trees  to  harvesting  them  vrhen  grown 
and  the  use  of  the  forest  for  c dier  purposes  as  Y/ell.  It  is  a 
basket-like  word  which  means  in  its  broadca,st  sense,  the  ma,nagement 
of  land  for  the  development  and  permanent  production  of  forest 

resources  and  these  r esources  include  not  only  timber,  but 

v;ater  supplies,  gene  and  wild  life,  r ecreationa,!  and  scenic 
val.ues,  and  many  other  things*
